O- all bjrds, the habits of the vagrant 
cuckoo have afforded the w idest—we had 
alm ost raid the w ildest—field for specula­ 
tion. 
Among ornithologists t here is hardly 
a w riter of note, an author or compiler, 
who has not brought to the general heap 
his stores of facts and fancies. 
As Mr. 
M arling truly say s: 
“ Considering the 
am ount of attention which has been be­ 
stowed upon tiie cuckoo by naturalists in 
every ago down to the present, one might 
readily suppose th a t every ’act in connec­ 
tion w ith its life history was now pretty 
generally known. But such is not the case. 
There are still certain points which require I 
investigation, and which, owing chiefly to ■ 
the vagrant habits of the bird, are not 
easily determ ined.” 
He m ight have ex- ¡ 
pressed himself in stronger language, 3nd ; 
said, with Prof. Newton, that, “ of no bird 
have more idle tales b on to ld .” 
But we 
wish the author had recorded m x eo f these 
“ talcs,” for thongh some are most fanciful 
—like the theories of the learned Curmao 
who, having discovered thirty-seven varie­ 
ties of the egg, asserts th at the ccokoo de­ 
posita them according to their form and 
color in the r.ests of thirty-seven species of ¡ 
bird—other " talcs ” are by no means 
idle,” but are the result of observations 
which yet remain to be verified, or facts 
for which no reasonable explanation can be 
afforded. 
By w hat process of “ develop­ 
m ent,” for instance, has it become the in­ 
variable habit of this singoU r bird to 
transfer her 
m aternal cares to loiter- 
parents of another species : 
I t has been 
argued—not very logically—th at the bird 
leaves 
this 
country 
too 
early, 
th at 
in the short 
tim e it remains i* could 
not 
properly 
care 
for 
its 
offspring, 
nor would they be. at the tim e of its 
departure, sufficiently advanced to shift 
for themselves. 
A natomists have proved 
—and their theories, if not convincing, 
are 
at 
L ast 
ingenious, 
though 
they 
unfortunately 
onnt 
the argum ent from 
disuse — th at 
from 
physical 
causes 
the bird is not fitted for the usual duties of 
m aternity. 
A pparently there is sufficient 
proof th at the cuckoo lays its egg upon 
the ground and carries it in its m outh to 
the nest of its foster-parent whom it de­ 
signs to honor ; for, not only has the action 
been observed, but the egg or youDg are 
not infrcqueutiy found in nests into which 
the par. n t bird could not have introduced 
herself.

They have seized upon the avenues of pub­ 
lic intelligence and communication, and 
they are iu a truer sense illustrative of the 
essential features of monopoly than are the 
carriers of passengers and freights, since 
the natural highway’s in the latter cases re­

rates are proportionally higher here aud 
more exasperating than in any part of the 
world. 
The relation of the telegraph and 
telephone companies to the business of the 
country is as intimate, and more so than 
any that exists between the railways and 
the public, and, therefore, whatever force 
in the reasoning bared on public neces­ 
sity for the regulation of freights and fares, 
applies, a? we said at the outset, to tele­ 
graph companies.

The friends of republican institutions in 
France, and who hope for their final and 
jiehnantnt aeeendancy, have observed that 
the strength of the Republic resides iu the 
rural classes; that it ha. its best anchor 
planted among the industi ai people out­ 
side of the great cities, and among the 
email land-owuers. 
Appeals by popular 
vot», ays the I’aris Register, whose editor 
ia an American, rhether made diieetiy >r 
indirectly, unquestionably favor the Re­ 
public. 
Thi3 has been recently illustrated, 
and at a time when of all others if there 
had been a strong desire to a change c( the 
existing state of affairs it would have been 
made manifest. 
For at the time spoken of 
all France was supposed to be in a ferment 
of excitement ever the complications that 
thriatencd to iuvolvo the nation with the 
Power? of Europe. 
It w .s at á tin e when 
Anarchists, Imperialists and Monarchists 
were especially diligent to accomplish their 
own ambitions, and when three of the 
great nations had just entered apon a sol­ 
emn compact that was deemed antagonistic 
to .the interests of France. 
A t this very 
time the I ‘apartments of the Lot, and of 
the Meurthe and Moselle elected two Re­ 
publican Senators. 
In the first case all the 
candidates were Republicans ; in tbe latter 
SI. iiarht Tuceived .199 votes to 211 cast for 
a monarchist. 
The election of a Senator 
in France is a most significant even*, and

purity of the waters above, or of thsir con­ 
tamination—but not necessarily responsi­ 
ble for their fouling. 
The Tribune says 
further ou this sul ieci, and ia an apologetic 
tone scarcely pardonable—for we think the 
people whose esteem is worth having un­ 
derstand the question thoroughly : 
The a.Iespreui publication of a murder arouses 
a wbale comuiuarU', and often brings a thousand 
eyts and ear- to tbt- help of justice. Then, too,

The newspa­ 
pers arc accused of prying into the affairs of the 
home, filling their ooluni-s full of offensive person­ 
alities, etc., and some oi th.-n are not without e t 
in the matter. But do iho public ever think of the 
K*.riv-in.- and labor oa the pai t of a large class ir, the 
community to get tlteinselr.u into the r. iwsiup.r)— 
yes, and even their home

' Iu the heat of political contests between 
rival demagogues for special popular ad­ 
vantages, supposed to be gained by those 
who can howl the loudest aud cinch the 
railroads of the country the right ist, the 
words of the eminent jurist, Judge Cooley, 
quoted below, come as a rebuke aud warn­ 
ing, and as cool advice that should have 
the effect of quieting the miserable rabble 
of politicians, wraugliog atnoog themselves 
as to who shall have the highest credit as 
the most pronounced railroad wrecker. 
The words of Judge Cooley, too, should 
call a pause in the mad rush to regulate 
freight charges on railroads according to 
fixed and invariable rules, irrespective of 
commercial laws : to fix rates, indeed, ac­ 
cording to the insane ideas of such truck­ 
ling sheets as the San Francis?.> Eso miner, 
and the more venal Sac Francisco Chronicle, 
for instance, which demand that uniform 
rates shall prevail, and the question of loug 
hauls and through traffic be wholly elim­ 
inated. 
Judge Cooley, let it be remem­ 
bered, ia pronounced in favor of State reg 
ulation of railway charges where the right 
is reserved in the charter,to alter or repeal ; 
and to enforce the common law obligation 
upon the carrier to make only reasonable 
charges, as a duty of tiie State, 
it cannot 
therefore be said that in the remarks 
quoted the essayist is actuated by prejudice 
in favor of railway corporations. 
Tho 
Judge says : 


It ought t-» be* said, however, that much of the 
legislation which prove injurious to corporation, 
Jim ri^ht ami justice distinctly in contemplation, 
and is promoted in the sincere belief that the public 
ifood requires it. 
if mischief results from its adop­ 
tion it m ust be attributed to error in judgm ent, or 
misinformation on the part of those who euai-ted it. 
Propositions to rciulate the charges of railroad com­ 
panies are likely to be of this sort. 
Lewis’atora »ro 
likely to think ju»t regulations easy and simple, 
and In the case oi passenger traffic may be found to 
bo so ; 
hut tbe charges for the transflirtation of 
property are governed u? conditions which no legis- 
lliR r 
latiun can r.owibly change or control, and whn h ¡ what w 
railroad companies m ust observe, whatever the 
sU tu te may say. 
Tbe h»w of com petition in a 
country politically divided lik« ours i* an imperious 
and exacting master, and statutes at m ost can only 
prevent it operating disastrously.

bornood w ho will not, under any circum ­ 
stances, go near it. 
Hero is th e story of 
tho wonderful glass, as told by Dr. A. K. 
Sm ith, in whose drug store the pane is 
kept : 
About three weeks ago an East 
India Jew , who was possessed of many 
eccentricities cf character, boarded in a 
bouse a few doors east of the drug store 
on Taylor street, and occupied the front 
room on the second floor, the windows of 
which faced the west. 
The -Jew took sick 
and died after aa illness of a few days.

others and n ,w crrne.l out in trie Russian 
Greek Church. 
Tnese dissenters go to 
great expense whenever ieat', ntors their 
dwellings ; and ju st now—March, 1S93— 
there ha *" cn in Moscow a very im port­ 
ant exam ole of this fact, 
in a Kusrian 
m erchant’s family in th at 
ity, consisting 
of

marriageable 
daughters, and one son, tho eldest daugh­ 
ter, rbout 
ye- 3 of ag,.-, has ju st died, 
and sn outline oi, tne proceedings conse­ 
quent thereon will bo interesting. 
Cer­ 
tainly the social position of th* family 
was of the 
middle class— w ealthy—and 
their living was of fair style for such 
folks. 
On th e day of the daughter’s death, 
immediate preparations were made for the 
bur.al, which In Russia m ust be at once; 
dead bodies not bciug allowed to remain 
among the living for more than tw snty-four 
hours. The coffin was made of thin boards, 
bu t covi '-d w ith silk velw :, haring hall­ 
marked silver handles, and “ coffin furni­ 
ture” cosiiag over 1.000 rubles (i-'lOO); aud 
in the hands of the corpeo waa placed a 
sm all painting cf th» Virgin having a sil­ 
ver frzme and covering, costing another 
.t'lOO. and which kecam 
tire cnnrch wh*re tne funeral prayers were 
recited at burial. 
Tho body was dressed 
a» a bridt —she had become a bride of 
heaven ; and these robes .nd the dressing 
involved,the first T200 and the latter .£100. 
First, sue was dressed in a hue linen che­ 
mise trim m ed w ith costly lace ; over this a 
chem isette, and then a short tunic in white 
satin, embroidered with gold and silver 
thread, called a sa ra j'th .
